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PREFACE 


This  report  is  one  in  a series  on  Soviet  Ground  Force  and  Logistic 
instailations  being  prepared  for  a D1A/CIA  Panel.  The  series  is  being 
coordinated,  published  and  disseminated  by  NPIC.  The  photographic 
analysis  is  being  performed  by  the  NPIC  Photographic  Analysis  Group, 
the  CIA  Photographic  Intelligence  Division  (NPIC),  and  the  Production 
Center  IPla  (D1A).  The  photographic  analysis  for  this  particular  re- 
port was  performed  by  the  NPIC  Photographic  Analysis  Group. 

In  the  interest  of  uniformity,  the  titles  and  letter  designators  for 
the  facilities  observed  at  these  installations  arc  identical  with  those 
appearing  in  the  project  requirement.  When  a specific  facility  is  not 
observed  both  its  title  and  letter  designator  arc  omitted  in  the  report.

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SUMMARY 


A military  training  area  is  located  L2 
kilometers  (km)  southwest  of  Krivoy  Rog  (Fig- 
ure 1).  A barracks  and  bivouac  area  immediately 
northeast  of  the  training  area  provides  admin- 
istrative, billeting  and  other  support.  An  ex- 
plosives storage  area  is  located  14  km  northeast 
and  is  connected  by  rail  to  the  training  area. 

The  training  area  (Figure  2)  covers  approxi- 
mately 11,900  acres  and  contains  1 tracked- 
vehicle  driver-training  area,  7 tank/assault-gun 
firing  ranges,  17  range  control/support  build- 
ings, a combined-arms  field  training  area,  a 
possible  6-gun  field  artillery  battery,  and  a 
double-secured  storage  area  with  25  storage 
buildings  and  approximately  9 support  buildings. 

This  area  was  covered  on  11  KEYHOLE 
missions  between  December  1961  and  August 


1964.  Comparative  analysis  reveals  light  to 
medium  activity  during  this  period.  Winter 
training  was  observed  in  December  1961  and 
December  1963.  Significant  changes  observed 
since  1961  include  a combined-arms  field  train- 
ing area  first  observed  in  August  1962;  a tank/ 
assault-gun  firing  range  with  a set  of  6 moving- 
target  runs  constructed  between  August  and 
December  1963;  7 range  control/support  build- 
ings constructed  between  December  1961  and 
August  1962;  and  an  unidentified  facility  con- 
structed between  February  and  June  1964.  A 
possible  field  artillery  battery  was  first  ob- 
served on  August  1963  photography.  An  area 
of  trench  systems  and  emplacement  training 
observed  in  December  1961  is  no  longer  active 
on  photography  of  June  1962. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

The  Dolinskaya- Krivoy  Rog  electric  rail 
line  is  immediately  north  of  this  installation. 
A rail  spur  leading  into  the  training  area  is 
under  construction.  A single-track  rail  line 
provides  access  to  an  explosives  storage  area, 
located  14  km  northeast  of  the  training  area. 

Road  Service 

All-weather  secondary  roads  connect  the 
training  area  to  Krivoy  Rog. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

A barracks  and  bivouac  area,  located  im- 
mediately north,  provides  support  for  the  train- 
ing area. 


General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  25  storage  buildings  and 
approximately  9 support  buildings.  Only  5 build- 
ings were  observed  on  photography  of  Decem- 
ber 1961;  however,  the  area  was  partially 
obscured  by  heavy  clouds.  All  34  buildings 
were  present  on  photography  of  June  1962. 

Other  Buildings 

The  training  area  contains  17  range  control/' 
support  buildings.  Seven  of  these  buildings 
were  constructed  between  December  1961  and 
August  1962. 

Driver-Training  Area 

Area  M is  a tracked -vehicle  driver-training

area.  Track:  activity  has  fluctuated  between 
light  and  medium.  Winter  training  activity 
was  observed  on  photography  of  December  1961 
and  December  1963. 

Tank / Ass ault -Gun  Firing  R anges 

Area  N1  is  a 2,550-foot  static  firing  range 
with  2 moving-target  runs. 

Area  N2  is  a 2,850-foot  static  firing  range 
with  4 moving -target  runs. 

Area  N3  is  a 4, 000 -foot  range  with  3 firing 
lanes  (each  2,350  feet  long)  and  3 moving- 
target  runs. 

Area  N4  is  a 4,000-foot  range  with  3 firing 
lanes  (each  2,350  feet  long)  and  5 moving- 
target  runs. 

Area  N5  is  a 4, 000 -foot  range  with  3 firing 
lanes  (each  2,350  feet  long)  and  3 moving- 
target  runs. 

Area  N6  is  a 2,550-foot  static  firing  range 
with  4 moving-target  runs. 

Area  N7  is  a 2,550-foot  static  firing  range 
with  6 moving-target  runs.  This  range  was 
constructed  between  August  and  December  1963. 
The  range  control  building  was  not  completed 
by  June  1964,  which  may  indicate  that  this  range 
is  not  in  service. 


Track  activity  around  these  ranges  has 
fluctuated  between  light  and  medium.  Winter 
training  was  observed  on  photography  of  De- 
cember 1961  and  December  1963.  Extensive 
ground  scarring  (emplacements  and  trench  sys- 
tems) was  observed  north  of  the  ranges  on 
December  1961  coverage.  On  July  1962  cover- 
age, ground  scarring  was  no  longer  discernible. 

Artillery  Emplacement 

Area  Q contains  a possible  field  artillery 
emplacement  with  6 firing  positions.  This  area 
was  first  observed  on  photography  of  August 
1963  but  may  now  be  abandoned. 

Combined- Arms  Field  Train! ng  Clour s e 

Area  R is  a combined-arms  field  training 
course  which  was  first  observed  on  photography 
of  August  1962.  Light  track  activity  has  been 
observed  since  then.  No  winter  activity  has 
been  observed. 

Unidentified  Facility 

Area  T is  an  unidentified  facility  consisting 
of  an  11-shaped  trench  system  with  possible 
weapons  emplacements.  This  facility  was  con- 
structed between  February  and  June  1964.
